LIMITED 


SIR MICHAEL NAIRN’S SURVEY 


The Fourteenth Annual General Meeting of Michael Nairn 
and Greenwich, Limited, was held, on January 17, at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Michael Nairn, Bt., the chairman, who presided, said :— 
Gentlemen,—The balance-sheet now in your hands is a docu- 
ment which requires very little explanation from me. The net 
revenue derived from investments, interest, etc., for the year 
ended December 31, 1935, exceeds that of 1934, the 1 being 
£252,088 4s. 4d. this year as against £230,290 15s. 3d. for 1934. 
The results for the past year as reflected in the accounts laid 
before you at this meeting you will admit are highly satisfactory. 


STEADY DIVIDEND RECORD 


As I pointed out in my speech at our last annual meeting, 
this holding company for twelve years has maintained a steady 
dividend of 12} per cent., but this year the directors are in a 
position to recommend not only a final dividend of 7} per cent. 
which with 5 per cent. interim dividend already paid makes 
124 per cent. for the year, but in addition to recommend the 
payment of a cash bonus of 24 per cent. As a result of 
the satisfactory nature of last year’s trading of our asso- 
ciated companies the directors have felt justified in recom- 
mending the payment of this bonus, and I feel sure that in fol- 
lowing this course we shall have the approval of the shareholders. 
I am very glad to state that our subsidiary companies have 
shared in the increased industrial prosperity in this country in 
1935, and it is my hope and belief that the upward trend of 
trade will continue for many years. 

I do not propose to speak at any length to-day, but as chair- 
man of this company and also of Michael Nairn and Company, 
Limited, I would Tike to emphasise the fact that, although 
we have naturally benefited by the increased volume of trade 
to which I have just referred, the gratifying results of the year’s 
operations of our associated companies could not have been 
achieved without the most competent and expert management 
in co-operation with a Joyal administrative and works staff in 
the various manufacturing and selling departments and a prudent 
policy so far as our financial interests are concerned. 


LEADING POSITION OF THE NAIRN COMPANY 


Our oldest subsidiary company—Michael Nairn and Company, 
Limited—was founded in 1847, and the record of these 88 years 
has been one of steady progress and continued expansion. During 
that long period the floor-covering trade has been completely 
transformed, but the. Nairn Company has never failed to keep 
ahead of the times and has readily adapted its productions to 
modern requirements. The best testimony to that fact is the 
leading position which it holds in the linoleum trade to-day. 

It has been the custom for many years for that company to 
pay in recognition of loyal service a bonus to all workers who 
have been in their employment for one year or more, and the 
directors have decided to increase the rate of bonus for the year 
now under review in order that the workers may participate 
along with the shareholders in the increased prosperity of the 
company. 

British Congoleum, Limited, a comparatively junior subsidiary, 
has charge of the lower-priced felt base floor coverings, and is in 
a position to compete successfully in the sale of these goods, 
which it was thought at one time might prove a rival to 
linoleum, which is our main product. 

I referred last year to our company in Australia, which I am 
glad to state is making satisfactory progress, but, as you are 
aware, there are still exchange difficulties in that Commonwealth 
which have to be overcome before the resources of the Dominion 
can be fully developed. 


THE KIRKCALDY FACTORY 


The transference of the Greenwich plant to Kirkcaldy is now 
taking place, but the progress must be a gradual one, and a con- 
siderable range of Greenwich linoleum is still being manufac- 
tured at Greenwich. The works which the Nairn Company ac- 
quired, with other assets, from the Fife Linoleum Company, 
Limited, Kirkcaldy, are now being completely rebuilt for the 
manufacture of Greenwich inlaid Theokiom and the plant now 
being installed for this purpose will probably prove to be the 
most modern in the linoleum world. The new and imposing fac- 
tory already forms a fresh landmark in the county of Fife, and 
part of the plant is now in actual manufacturing operation. 


BURDEN OF TAXATION 


The burden of heavy taxation, however, still constitutes a 
handicap on an all-round industrial development, and one 
wonders sometimes whether even a National Government realises 
sufficiently the urgent need for economy in national expenditure. 

I have now pleasure in proposing the adoption of the report 
and accounts, together with the payment of a final dividend of 
74 per cent. and a bonus of 24 per cent., less income tax, making 
with the interim dividend of 5 per cent., less income tax, paid 
on July 18, 1935, a total dividend of 124 per cent. plus a bonus 
of 24 per cent. for the year ended December 81, 1935. 





COMPANY MEETING 


OLYMPIA, LIMITED 
MR. PHILIP E. HILL ON THE OUTLOOK 


The Seventh Ordinary General Meeting of Olympia, Limited, 
was held, on January 16, at the Hotel Metropole, Northumber-. 
land Avenue, London, W.C. 


Mr. Philip E. Hill (the chairman of the company) who pre- 
sided, said :—Ladies and gentlemen,—The net revenue of the 
company for the year under review as shown in the accounts is 
some £3,700 less than last year, of which amount £2,800 is 
represented by a smaller profit on the realisation of investments. 
The trading profits are, therefore, as you will see, approximately 
the same as last year. 


After providing for the usual dividend of 10 per cent. on 
the ordinary shares, a sum of £18,185 is added to the carry- 
forward, which now stands at the sum of £109,512. In accord- 
ance with the terms of the debenture stock trust deed, the com. 
pany has, during the past year, redeemed a further £18,500 de- 
benture stock, making a total of £36,300 redeemed to date. 


As outlined at the meeting last year, our subsidiary company 
has completed the purchase of the property referred to and paid 
the sum of £95,000, and, subject to a charge for that amount, 
the subsidiary company owns freehold properties to the value of 
£400,000. In view of the fact that it is understood that we are 
to have a competitor in the exhibition business, I feel you would 
like me to say something as to the outlook for your company. 


As far as 1936 is concerned, the position with regard to profits 
should be unchanged, but in 1937 we are losing two exhibitions. 
We regret losing these tenants, with whom we have had pleasant 
connections for so many years. At the same time I do not think 
I should be justified in magnifying the importance of this change 
of centre of the two exhibitions, as far as this company is con- 
cerned, as the dropping out of old tenants, while to be regretted, 
makes room for new ones, 


Active negotiations for 1937 are now proceeding for re-letting 
the space occupied by the exhibitions referred to, and there is 
every reason for believing that these negotiations will materialise 
favourably. Meanwhile plans for the modernising and general 
improvement of Olympia, entailing considerable expenditure, are 
to be carried out. 


You will gather from the foregoing remarks that there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for the rumour which has been circulated 
with regard to the removal of Covent Garden Market to Olympia. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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COMPANY MEETING 


APEX (TRINIDAD) OILFIELDS 


MR. WALTER MACLACHLAN’S ADDRESS 


The Sixteenth Ordinary General Meeting of Apex (Trinidad) 
Oilfields, Limited, was held, on January 16, at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C ‘ 

Mr. Walter Maclachlan (chairman and one of the managing 
directors) presiding, said, in submitting the accounts :—The 
fixed assets stand at £611,559, after writing off £1,739,000 in re- 
spect of amortisation and depreciation. Stores, oil in storage, 
debtors, investments and cash amount to £386,907. 


DIVIDEND OF 274 PER CENT. 


The net profit amounted to £170,035. An interim dividend of 
10 per cent. has been paid and a final dividend of 17} per cent. 
is now recommended, making a total distribution for the year 
of 274 per cent., less British income tax at 2s. 3.4d in the £. 
The balance of unappropriated profit to be carried forward will 
amount to £100,565. The reduction in the rate of dividend is 
due solely to the decline in the output of oil for the year. In 
view of the conditions which have prevailed, the dividend must 
be regarded as satisfactory and increases the total dividends dis- 
tributed to £2,212,000. 

The production of crude oil for the year was 460,145 tons, 
and the production of the casing-head gasoline plant again 
shows an increase at 2,598,177 gallons. This department of our 
operations continues to prove very successful and profitable. 

The reduction in the crude oil output reflects the decline which 
we were advised to expect of an oilfield which has been worked 
on a substantial scale for a term of years. Our production up to 
the present time has been approximately 4,860,000 tons. 


IMPORTANCE OF NEW DRILLING RESULTS 


All the greater importance, therefore, must attach to the re- 
sults of the drilling operations which have been carried out 
with a view to extending the proved areas and bringing in new 
wells from hitherto unworked territory. These operations have 
been attended with most interesting and satisfactory develop- 
ments during the period since our last annual general meeting. 


SUBSTANTIAL PRODUCTION FROM NEW WELLS 


These operations were carried out in the south-western portion 
of the field, and have also been attended with most important 
results, substantial production having been established in that 
area by bringing in two new wells, No. 218 and No. 225. Both 
of these wells have proved to be good producers, the latter es- 
pecially being reported by Colonel Hickling as having every 
appearance of being the best completed well of the year. A third 
new well, No. 230, has also quite recently been brought into pro- 
duction in that area, at a point about half a mile farther south 
than any other well, with the exception of the exploratory well 
No. 214. This well is also yielding very substantial produc- 
tion of good-quality oil, the latest report being that it shows 
every indication of having a long life, and is flowing with the 
highest pressure recorded on the field. 

The result of these developments is to enhance greatly the 
value of the whole of the south-western portion of the property, 
and add largely to the oil reserves, as no credit had been taken 
for any prospective production from this hitherto untested area. 


SUMMARISED RESULTS 


The original property comprised 541 acres, which was subse- 
quently increased to 1,686 acres. When an estimate of the pro- 
‘ductive life of the property was indicated at the general meet- 
ing in 1934, 1,215 acres of this area were taken as proved and 
of potential value, the remaining 471 acres not being then taken 
into account. The entire production of oil up to that date has 
come from these 1,215 acres, and the estimate of the future pro- 
duction was also based only upon that area. 

The company had also acquired under prospecting licence oil 
rights in respect of further lands, comprising 2,084 acres, adjoin- 
ing the oilfield to the south; but no value was given to this area 
in 1934, as it had not been tested. During the past year, how- 
ever, there have been drilled on it four wells, No. 218, No. 225, 
and No. 230 in the west, and No. 214 at the extreme south. As 
a result, the whole of the south-western portion of this area has 
been greatly enhanced in value; but no report has been received 
as to the actual acreage which is definitely affected. 

Applications have also been filed in respect of further lands, 
comprising 1,896 acres, a considerable portion of which is in the 
vicinity of Well No. 214. The company is now interested in a 
total of 5,666 acres. 

The sum of £126,421 was written off the wells and £19,692 
has been written off as a special amortisation of test Well No. 
214. Altogether 94 per cent. of the original cost of the wells has 
been written off, and the wells which provided last year’s produc- 
tion therefore stand in the balance sheet at only £81,923. 


CURRENT YEAR’S PROSPECTS 


There is every reason to anticipate that production for the 
current year will at least be maintained at approximately the 
same tonnage as that for the year under review, and we consider 
we are justified in regarding the immediate future with every 
confidence, while the recent satisfactory developments which have 
taken place on the property must have an important bearing 
upon the continued prosperity of the undertaking.

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Summary of Contents 


Volume and Value of Our Trade (Page 127) 


On the basis of declared values, imports and 
exports, both of United Kingdom goods and of im- 
ported merchandise, in the year 1935, showed a very 
considerable decline in comparison with 1930. After 
making allowance for price changes which have 
occurred in the intervening period, however, the 
decline in the volume of imports was only 3 per 
cent.; in regard to exports it amounted to 9 per cent. 
for United Kingdom goods and 17 per cent. for im- 
ported merchandise. In comparison with 1934 in- 
creases were shown of 2 per cent., 8 per cent. and 
134 per cent. respectively. 


Bank Debits (Page 134) 


Figures regarding the London clearing banks show 
that, whereas from 1930 to 1935 the turnover 
declined by nearly 16} per cent., the clearings in- 
creased by about 4} per cent. There was a less pro- 
nounced seasonal decrease from the first to the 
second half of 1935 than in 1934; clearings, however, 
showed a reverse movement in 1935, and it would 
appear that the expansion which began in 1933 is 
continuing. 


Economic Conditions in Brazil (Page 135) 


The closing months of the provisional régime in 
Brazil will long be memorable, writes the Commer- 
cial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro, 
for the large number of decrees, dealing with every 
phase of national life, designed to round off the 
general programme of reform and reconstruction by 
the Government on taking office in 1930. While 
import conditions remain somewhat uncertain and 
United Kingdom firms continue to exercise caution, 
it is hoped that an individual study of the position 
will be made before an adverse decision is taken. 


Import Duties Act Inquiry (Page 138) 


Announcement is made of the issue next week of 
the first of a series of Preliminary Reports on the 
results of the Inquiry held in respect of production in 
1934. 


Australian Overseas Trade (Page 140) 


Imports in October last were 18 per cent. higher 
in value and exports 19 per cent. greater than in 
October, 1934. Among the imports showing in- 
creases were textiles, yarns and manufactured fibres, 
machines and machinery, metals and metal manu- 
factures and paper and stationery. 


Canadian Business Conditions (Page 143) 


A Dominion Bureau of Statistics report shows that 
the improvement experienced in the previous year 
was extended into the year just closed, and in view 
of the increased demand for goods in Canada, 
United Kingdom firms will be well advised to give 
attention to the market. The Department of Over- 
seas Trade is ready to assist in the matter and is 
distributing memoranda on trade with the Dominion 
and for the use of business visitors to Canada. 


Anglo-Hungarian Trade (Page 144) 


Of all Hungary’s foreign markets, the United 
Kingdom, writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Budapest, is actually the most valuable, 
as it brings free exchange to the country and enables 
the purchase of raw materials for industry. 


Foreign Trade of Latvia (Page 145) 


Imports in the first nine months of last year were 
_ valued at 77-6 million lats, as compared with 706 








million lats in the corresponding period of 1984, 
Those from Great Britain amounted to 15:4 million 
lats, as against 15-6 million lats, being second to 
imports from Germany, which country, however, in. 
creased its share to 28°6 million lats from 16-6 million 
lats. Exports from Latvia during the period 
reviewed totalled 72-1 million lats, as compared with 
57-9 million lats in the first nine months of 1934. 


Brazilian Commercial Arrangements (Page 146) 


A recent Decree provides for the revision of Brazil's 
commercial agreements with other countries. The 
Brazilian Government are to attempt to negotiate 
additional protocols to certain existing treaties, and 
all agreements concluded by exchange of notes 
which were signed before January 1, 1934, are to be 
denounced so as to expire not later than July 30 
next. 


United States’ Agreement with Brazil (Page 146) 


An outline is presented of the terms of the Trade 
Agreement between the United States and Brazil 
which came into force on January 1. The Agree- 
ment provides for mutual unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of import and 
export duties and is to continue in force for a first 
period of two years. 


Australian Tariff Decisions (Page 147) 


Numerous further decisions, covering a_ wide 
variety of goods, have been issued by the Common- 
wealth Department of Trade and Customs, in con- 
nection with the application of the Australian 
Customs Tariff. 


Brazilian Tariff Reductions (Page 150) 

Particulars are given of reductions in Customs 
duties on United States goods resulting from the 
Agreement notified above. These reductions are 
applicable also to similar goods of United Kingdom 
origin. 


Netherlands East Indies Import Restrictions 
(Page 151) 


Importation into the Netherlands East Indies 
during the ten months beginning November 21, 
1935, of certain textile goods in excess of quantities 
as specified is prohibited. A similar restriction 
applies also to unbleached cotton piece-goods until 
the end of 1936, and to glassware, enamelled hollow- 
ware, cycles, etc., for twelve months from Novem- 
ber 22 last, while a further ruling applies to motor 
cars and motor cycle tyres and tubes during the ten 
months from December 8. 
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The issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ dated January 16, 1936, 


' jncluded a review in some detail of the overseas trade 
' of the United Kingdom during the fourth quarter and 


the year 1935 as compared with preceding quarters and 
with the previous year, dealing specifically with certain 
important classes of goods, details of the external trade 
in which are recorded by quantities in the monthly 


i Trade Accounts. 


In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 


dealing with the volume of the overseas trade of the 


United Kingdom there is given, on pages 130-133, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
year 1935 and that of 1930 and 1934; this comparison is 
based on a revaluation of the trade of the two later 
years at the average values shown by the records of 
the whole year 1930. The tables also contain index 
numbers of volume and of average values for the 
fourth quarter of each of these years, based in the case 
of volume on the quarterly average for the year 1930. 
The results establish a relation between the volume of 
our external trade in each of these periods, eliminating 
the factor of price changes, and they also furnish an 
indication of the aggregate effect of the alterations in 
prices which have taken place since 1930. By relating 
these data to similar data previously calculated in 
respect of preceding periods, a broad review can be 
made of the trend of our overseas trade on a quantita- 
tive basis and also of the price variations experienced 
in that trade since 1930. 


It has not been practicable to obtain information for 
the individual quarters of 1930 in as great detail as is 


now available in the Monthly Accounts, and the par- 


ticulars shown in respect of those periods are, in the 
main, based only on such information as was published 
in the Accounts prior to the revision of their form and 
scope which was introduced at the beginning of 1934, 
the necessary adjustments being made in respect of 
the transfer of items from one class or group to another 
in the revised classification. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete these 
surveys of the various important classes of overseas 
trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during 1935, at the average 
values of 1930, are summarised in the following table, 
in which, also, figures for 1930 are inserted for purposes 
of comparison. The corresponding figures for 1934 will 
be found in a later table.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEAS TRADE 


FOURTH QUARTER AND YEAR 1935 





On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 


_ chandise, in the year 1935, showed a very considerable 











decline in comparison with 1930. After making allow- 
ances for price changes which have occurred in the in- 
tervening period, however, the decline in the volume 
of imports were only 3 per cent. ; in the case of exports 
the declines amounted to 9 per cent. for United King- 
dom goods and 17 per cent. for imported merchandise, 


In comparison with the year 1934, imports showed 
an increase of 2 per cent., exports of United Kingdom 
goods an increase of 8 per cent. (following one of 7 per 
cent. for 1934 as compared with 1933), and re-exports 
an increase of 134 per cent. 


In connection with the decline in the volume of re- 
exports compared with 1930, it should be noted that, 
following the imposition of duties under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932; there has been an increase-in the 
value of goods transhipped under bond, which are not 
recorded as imports and re-exports. In the absence of 
particulars of the goods so transhipped, it is not pos- 
sible to calculate the changes in volume which have 
taken place, but if such goods had been included in re- 
exports, both in 1930 and in 1935, the decline in the 
total volume of goods not of United Kingdom produce 
or manufacture leaving this country would be seen to 
be appreciably less than that recorded for re-exports 
alone. 


The average values of imports were about 25 per 
cent. lower than in 1930, but showed a slight rise (2 per 
cent.) compared with those recorded for 1934. For 
United Kingdom exports, there was a decline as com- 
pared with 1930 of 18 per cent., the level of average 
values remaining practically the same as in 1933 and 
1934. In the case of re-exports, average values were 
23 per cent. below those of 1930, having declined 5 per 
cent. in comparison with 1934. 


Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in each of the quarters of 1934 and of last year are 
shown in the following table, the figures in brackets 
relating to the trade in the corresponding period of 
1930 revalued on the basis of average values of the 
whole year 1930.

The volume of imports in the fourth quarter of last 
year was about the same as in the corresponding 
quarter of 1930, and some 9 per cent. higher than in 
the fourth quarter of 1934; the increase in the fourth 
quarter as compared with the third was greater than 
might have been expected from the normal seasonal 
movement. In the case of exports of United Kingdom 
goods the volume in the last quarter of 1935 was above 
that of any quarter since the second quarter of 1930, 
and showed increases of 64 and 3 per cent. as compared 
with the corresponding quarter of 1934 and 1930, 
respectively. Re-exports last quarter, although 13 per 
cent. less in volume than in the fourth quarter of 1930, 
were some 26 per cent. higher than in the fourth 
quarter of 1934, due largely to increased re-exports of 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, raw wool 
and undressed hides. 


Average values of imports, while appreciably below 
the 1930 average, were slightly higher in each quarter 
of 1935 than in the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year, the increase for the last quarter being the 
largest, viz. about 24 per cent. Average values of 
exports of United Kingdom goods in 1935 continued to 
show little variation from quarter to quarter: since 
the middle of 1932 they have remained between 17 and 
19 per cent. below the average for 1930. Average 
values of re-exported goods showed a marked increase 
in the fourth quarter of 1935 as compared with the 
preceding quarter, and were one per cent. higher than 
in the fourth quarter of 1934, though still about 20 per 
cent. below the 1930 average.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco during 1935 showed 
a decrease of less than one per cent, as compared with 
1934, and was slightly greater than in 1930. Com- 
paring last year with 1934, grain and flour and dairy 
produce each decreased by 2 per cent., meat by 4 per 
cent., and “‘ other food ’’ by 5 per cent. ; for fresh fruit 
and vegetables and for tobacco there were increases of 
10 and 7 per cent., respectively. Compared with 1930, 
dairy produce, fresh fruit and vegetables, grain and flour 
and tobacco each showed appreciable increases, while 
meat and beverages and cocoa preparations declined by 
7 and 5 per cent., respectively; among the smaller 
groups, there was an increase of nearly 70 per cent. 
in feeding stuffs for animals and a decline of 36 per 
cent. in living animals for food, though imports of the 
latter were considerably larger than in 1934. 


Retained imports of food, drink and tobacco during 
the last quarter of 1935 were, as usual, greater than in 
any previous quarter of the year, the increase com- 
pared with the preceding quarter being 18 per cent. 
The volume was about 7 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1934, and slightly less than 
in the same quarter of 1930. 


Average values in this class as a whole were nearly 
4 per cent. higher than in 1934. The principal in- 
creases were in respect of dairy produce (12 per cent.), 
grain and flour (7 per cent.) and ‘‘ other food ”’ (6 per 
cent.); meat, tobacco, and beverages and cocoa pre- 
parations each showed a very slight decline. Com- 
pared with 1930, the only group for which an increase 
was recorded was tobacco (7 per cent.), while average 
values in the class as a whole declined by 25 per cent. 
Average values in the last quarter of 1935 were about 
2 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period of 
1934. The most important change was an increase of 
17 per cent. in respect of dairy produce; for tobacco 
there was a decline of 20 per cent. from the unusually 
high figure recorded in the last quarter of 1934, but 
average values in this group are particularly affected 
by changes in the proportions of the different descrip- 
tions of tobacco imported. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials in 1985 was about the same as in 1934,

and exceeded that in 1930 by 13 per cent. Of the 
thirteen groups for which particulars are compiled, 
eight showed increases as compared with 1934, ranging 
from 15 per cent. for raw wool, etc., to 1 per cent. for 
paper-making materials; among the declines, the most 
important were those in respect of rubber and un- 
dressed hides and skins, 20 per cent. and 23 per cent., 
respectively. Compared with 1930, only one group— 
non-ferrous ores and scrap—showed a decline (16 per 
cent.); the largest absolute increases were recorded 
for raw wool, etc. (21 per cent.), wood and timber (12 
per cent.), paper-making materials (32 per cent.), oil 
seeds, oils, ete, (11 per cent.) and raw cotton (7 per 
cent.), while retained imports of raw silk, etc., were 
over two and a half times as great as in 1930. 


Retained imports of raw materials in the last quarter 
of the year were 17 per cent. greater than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1934, and 30 per cent. more than 
in the last quarter of 1930, exceeding those in any 
quarter for more than fifteen years, except the last of 
1926 and the first of 1927, when coal was imported in 
large quantities following the prolonged coal stoppage 
in 1926. An increase compared with a year earlier was 
recorded for each of the groups except rubber, and tex- 
tile materials other than cotton, wool and silk. That 
in respect of raw cotton was very substantial, resulting 
from the later arrival of last year’s crop; for the whole 
year retained imports of raw cotton showed little 
change. Compared with the immediately preceding 
quarter there was a rise of 24 per cent., partly seasonal, 
in the volume of retained imports of raw materials. 


Average values of raw materials as a whole were 
about the same last year as in 1934, but appreciable 
changes were shown for some of the main groups. The 
most important decline was one of 14 per cent. in the 
average value of raw wool, while other declines were 
6 per cent. for wood and timber, and 4 per cent. for 
paper-making materials. On the other hand, raw 
cotton increased in average value by 3 per cent., un- 
dressed hides and skins by 7 per cent., and oilseeds, 
oils, ete., by 14 per cent. There was also a rise of 22 
per cent. in respect of textile materials other than 
cotton, wool and silk. Compared with 1930, the aver- 
age values of raw materials imported and retained were 
lower by 24 per cent.; for one group—non-ferrous ores 
and scrap—they were appreciably above the 1930 
average. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured last 
year, while 4 per cent. more than in 1934, was 19 per 
cent, less than in 1930. The two largest groups—manu- 
factured oils (which includes refined petroleum) and 
non-ferrous metals—increased by 4 per cent. and 7 per 
cent., respectively, while increases as compared with 
1934 were also recorded for vehicles (28 per cent.), 
cotton yarns and manufactures (15 per cent.), cutlery, 
hardware, ete. (14 per cent.), machinery (12 per cent.), 
wood and timber manufactures (11 per cent.) and 
leather and manufactures (11 per cent.). Imports of 
textile manufactures other than cotton and silk were 
on about the same scale as in 1934, and all were very 
much below those in 1980. The only groups in this 
class in which the volume of retained imports was 
greater than in 1930 were the two largest groups men- 
tioned above, together with paper, cardboard, etc. 


_ The volume of manufactures imported and retained 
in the last quarter of 1935 was slightly higher than in 
the corresponding period of 1934 and showed the usual 
Increase compared with the preceding quarter. 


Average values in this class were about 24 per cent. 
higher than in 1984, and about 25 per cent. lower than 
in 1930. The largest increases, compared with a year 
earlier, were recorded for silk yarns and manufactures 
(20 per cent.), rubber manufactures (10 per cent.), 
non-ferrous metals (8 per cent.), iron and steel (7 per 
cent.) and machinery (5 per cent.); the only appre- 
ciable declines were in respect of cotton yarns and 
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manufactures (9 per cent.) and cutlery, etc. (44 per 
cent.). As in the previous year the average value of 
machinery was the only one to exceed the 1930 average. 
Average values of imported manufactures in the 
fourth quarter of 1935 showed some advance compared 
with the preceding quarter; they were 8 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1934, but 
18 per cent. lower than in the same quarter of 1930.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of British 
exports of food, drink and tobacco in the fourth quarter 
of 1935, while 4 per cent. less than in the fourth quarter 
of 1930, exceeded that in any intervening quarter, being 
about 14 per cent. greater than in the corresponding 
period of 1934. For the year as a whole exports were 
7% per cent. greater than in 1934, but were less than 
in 1930 by 12 per cent. Beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions increased by 7 per cent., and the important 
‘* other food ’’ group by 11 per cent., as compared with 
the year 1934, while exports of tobacco were about 4 
per cent. higher. For two groups—dairy produce and 
beverages and cocoa preparations—the volume of ex- 
ports was greater than in 1930. 


Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
were 3 per cent. lower last year than in 1934 and 24 
per cent. lower than in 1930. The only increases re- 
corded, as compared with the previous year, were in 
respect of grain and flour and feeding stuffs for animals, 
while the most important decline (7 per cent.) was 
shown for tobacco. 


Raw Materials —Exports of raw materials in 1935 
were 11 per cent. greater than a year earlier, although 
still 54 per cent. less than in 1930. Exports of coal, 
which represent nearly 60 per cent. of the value of raw 
materials exported, declined by about 2 per cent. com- 
pared with 1934, but for eight of the remaining twelve

The tables on this and the following pages give detailed figures supplementing the information contained in the 


article on pages 127-129 and 134. A comparison is made between the external trade of the years 1930, 1934 and 1935, 
and of the last quarter of those years, by estimating, as nearly as available data permit, the value which would be put 
upon imports and exports in the mass if each item had the same average value per unit of quantity as was declared 
for goods of the same description in the year 1930. 
In this way, aggregate figures are obtained, the comparisons of which with the actual values recorded for the 
year 1930 enable the extent of the influence of price changes, and the aggregate changes in the volume of goods 


imported and exported, to be estimated.

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groups for which particulars are shown, increases were 
recorded, the largest being in respect of unmanufac- 
tured oils, etc. (66 per cent.), non-ferrous ores and 
scrap (58 per cent.), and raw wool, etc. (89 per cent.). 
Apart from coal, exports of which were 28 per cent. 
less than in 1930, only three of the groups showed 
declines as compared with that year, viz. wood and 
timber (73 per cent.), non-metallic mining products (17 
per cent.) and iron ore and scrap (7 per cent.). The 
largest increases were in non-ferrous ores and scrap 
(268 per cent.), raw wool, etc. (106 per cent.), cotton 
waste (100 per cent.) and textile materials other than 
cotton, wool and silk (97 per cent.). For the last 
quarter of the year, exports in this class were 13 per 
cent. greater than in the corresponding quarter of 1934, 
the increase being largely due to the greater exports 
of raw wool, etc., and of non-ferrous ores and scrap, and 
exceeded those for any quarter since the first of 1930. 


The average value of raw materials exported in 1935 
was slightly below that of a year earlier, and 12 per 
cent. lower than in 1930. The average value of coal 
rose by 1 per cent. compared with 1934, and was about 
4} per cent. less than in 1930. Owing to the relative 
stability in the average values of coal, raw materials 
as a whole have shown in each year since 1930 a smaller 
price fall relative to that year than either food, drink 
and tobacco, or manufactured articles. The most 
important changes in this class, as compared with 1934, 
were a rise of 14 per cent. in respect of unmanufactured 
oils, etc., and a decline of 26 per cent, for miscel- 
laneous raw materials. For the class as a whole, 
average values in the last quarter of the year were 
about 2 per cent. below those of a year earlier, though 
coal showed a small increase. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports of manufactured 
articles last year were 8 per cent. greater in volume 
than in 1934, but a similar amount less than in 1930. 
The progress quarter by quarter during the last five 
years is shown in the following table, in connection 
with which it should be noted that exports of manu- 
factured articles usually show a substantial rise in the 
last quarter of the year. It will be seen that the 
volume of exports of manufactured articles was appre- 
ciably higher in each quarter of last year than in the 
corresponding period of any of the four preceding years; 
for the last quarter an increase (6 per cent.) was also 
recorded relative to the last quarter of 1930. The table 
illustrates the expansion in exports of manufactures 
which has taken place year by year since 1931, the 
aggregate increase being about 24 per cent., a consider- 
able part of which occurred in the latest year.

Nine of the twenty groups in this class showed an 
increase in the volume of exports last year as compared 
with 1930, viz. cutlery, hardware, etc., silk yarns and 
manufactures, non-ferrous metals and manufactures, 
rubber manufactures, leather and manufactures, 
manufactured oils, ete., woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures, manufactures of textiles other than 
cotton, wool and silk, and chemicals, drugs, dyes, etc. ; 
only in respect of the last three groups was the increase 
less than 10 per cent., while for the first two mentioned 
the increase exceeded 40 per cent. For all groups, 
except rubber manufactures, apparel, and manufac- 
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tures of textiles other than cotton, wool and silk, 
exports last year were greater in volume than a year 
earlier; the decline in apparel was less than one per 
cent. The largest relative increases compared with 1934 
were in exports of leather and manufactures (32 per 
cent.) and silk yarns and manufactures (21 per cent,), 
For the five largest groups last year the changes 
relative to 1984 and 1930 are shown below: —

In the last quarter of 1935, exports of manufactured 
articles were 5 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1934, and fifteen of the twenty 
groups showed increases; the only substantial 
decreases were in respect of manufactured oils (8} per 
cent.), manufactures of textiles other than cotton, wool 
and silk (7 per cent.), and rubber manufactures (6 per 
cent.). Compared with the corresponding quarter of 
1930, fourteen groups showed increases, the largest 
being silk yarns and manufactures (74 per cent.), 
cutlery, hardware, etc. (71 per cent.), and leather and 
manufactures (55 per cent.); the most substantial 
declines were in respect of vehicles, and wood and 
timber manufactures. 


Average values of manufactured articles exported 
last year were about the same as in the two previous 
years, and about 19 per cent. below those of 1930. 
None of the groups showed any very significant change 
from the values recorded in 1934, the largest being a 
reduction of 11 per cent. in respect of silk yarns and 
manufactures. Prices also showed little change in the 
last quarter of the year, compared with a year earlier, 
The decline in average values of manufactured articles 
exported was arrested in the middle of 1932, and it will 
be seen from the following table that there has been no 
marked change in these average values during the last 
34 years.

BANK DEBITS 


TURNOVER OF LONDON CLEARING 
BANKS 


An article appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 7, 
1935 (pages 196-7) dealing with the turnover of the 
London Clearing Banks, viz. Barclays, Lloyds, Mid- 
land, National Provincial, and Westminster, Coutts and 
Company, Glyn, Mills and Company, Martins, 
National, and Williams Deacon’s. The figures do not, 
however, cover (a) branches of those banks situated 
outside England and Wales or (b) non-clearing banks 
affiliated to or owned by a Clearing Bank. The “‘ turn- 
over ’’ of the banks is the total amount of the debit 
entries to current accounts (deposit accounts being ex- 
cluded) as shown in their books, without allowance for 
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items which are not strictly cheques or bills (e.g., 
transfers from one account to another). The Metropoli- 
tan and the Country Cheque Clearings, shown with the 
turnover figures in the table below, are sub-divisions 
of the clearings through the London Clearing House, 
while the provincial clearings are the aggregate of the 
clearings through the Clearing Houses at Birmingham, 
Bradford, Bristol, Hull, Leeds, Leicester, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Nottingham and 
Sheffield. 


The clearings figure is about 12 per cent. of the 
turnover figure, the major part of the difference repre- 
senting business done in the City of London. The 
turnover figures are swelled by the volume of financial 
transactions in the City area, by speculative activity 
on the London Stock Exchange and produce markets, 
and by new capital issues. The total of the three clear- 
ings figures, i.e. excluding from the aggregate clearings 
those in the Town Clearing area, though affected to 
some extent by the factors above mentioned, notably in 
connection with the Provincial Stock Exchanges and 
produce markets, give a fairly reliable indication of 
general business, as distinct from purely financial, 
activity. The turnover figures, on the other hand, tend 
toreflect very largely speculative and financial activity. 
An index based upon the aggregate of the Metropolitan, 
Country Cheque and Provincial Clearings is published 
monthly in the Economie Tables in the ‘* B.T.J.’’

Comparing the daily averages for the years, both sets 
of figures show the same trend, except in 1933, when, 
following a decline in each of the two preceding years, 
the turnover figures showed a further decline, as 
against an improvement in the case of Metropolitan, 
Country Cheque and Provincial Clearings to a level 
slightly above that of 1931. The degree of movement 
ftom year to year is, however, appreciably different in 
the two cases, and whereas, from 1930 to 1935, the 
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turnover figures show a decline of nearly 16} per cent., 
the clearings increased by about 44 per cent. A com- 
parison of 1935 with 1934 shows that clearings were 
higher in each month of the year, while the turnover 
figures were lower in three months (February, March 
and November), and higher in the remainder. The 
average for the later year was in both cases between 
6 and 7 per cent. above that of the earlier. There was 
a decrease from the first to the second half of the year 
in 1935 in the turnover figures, a movement in accord- 
ance with the usual seasonal trend, but less pronounced 
than in 1934; the clearings figures, however, showed a 
reverse movement in 1935. It would therefore appear 
that the expansion which commenced in 1933 is con- 
tinuing. The daily averages of the clearings figures 
for the four quarters of 1935 were respectively 3-1, 6-7, 
88 and 6°5 per cent. greater than in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 


BRAZIL 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND IMPORT 
SITUATION 


At the time the last Report in this series was pub- 
lished (see the ‘* B,T.J.”’ of April 6, 1933, pages 520-3) 
the Republic, *writes the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro, was still slowly 
recovering from a painful episode in her history, the 
Sao Paulo uprising of 1932. During the following 
eighteen months the attitude of the Central Govern- 
ment towards the disaffected province continued, as it 
began, in a spirit of justice and conciliation, and gradu- 
ally the bitterness and animosity surviving from the 
struggle was allayed by mutual striving toward re- 
construction. 

This progressive improvement in the political basis 
of the national life proceeded steadily throughout 1933; 
in November a national assembly met in the capital 
and after some months of labour adopted a constitu- 
tion under which, in July, 1934, and without the least 
disturbance, the head of the Provisional Government 
was elected constitutional president. With the simul- 


_ taneous conversion of the national assembly into a par- 


liamentary congress the change from a discretionary 
to a constitutional government was quietly accom- 
plished and marked the beginning of a new era in the 
development of the Brazilian nation. 


EXcHANGE Position: FunpEep Depts 


Also worthy of special remark are several develop- 
ments, which assisted to change, generally fer the 
better, the aspect of the future. Of these, the first 
concerned the exchange position, a capital factor in 
relation to the country’s trade prospects. For several 
years all hope of improvement in this direction had 
been overshadowed by the burden of indefinite and 
heavy items on the debit side of the international pay- 
ments balance, the chief of which were the national 
external debt service and the unremitted deposits in 
** blocked ’’ accounts. 

During 1933 the balance of the Rothschild overdraft, 
amounting to £2,400,000, was repaid. The service of 
the funding loans was regularly met in fulfilment of the 
terms of the last funding agreement, that of 1930. 
The service of the remaining foreign loans was sus- 
pended until October, 1934. 

Early in February, 1934, the Federal Government, 
by means of a decree, made public a comprehensive 
plan for meeting in part the service of all Federal, state 
and municipal external funded debts. The scheme 
covers a period of four years ending on March 381, 1938, 
but is subject to review not later than September 30, 
1987. The capital sum of the foreign debt is about 
£250 million and full service would need about £24 
million annually; by the new plan some £8 million

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has been taken as the sum which can be allotted to the 
service of foreign loans. Full details will be found in 
the chapter of the Commercial Secretary’s Report 
headed ‘‘ Public Debts ’’ and in Appendix No. I to the 
Report. 

Deposits in ‘‘ blocked accounts ’’ awaiting remit- 
tance to the United States, the United Kingdom and 
France on behalf of railways and other public utility 
companies, banks and insurance firms, together with 
long overdue trading bills, were also the subject of 
special agreements; and by July, 1934, these had been 
settled on a basis of payment in 72 monthly instal- 
ments, calling for the sum of £1,310,000 during the 
period February-November, 1934.

DECONTROL OF EXCHANGE 


By such means Brazil was able to make progressive 
advances from the restricted exchange régime of 1933, 
whereby all cover deriving from the export trade was 
practically requisitioned by the Bank of Brazil and 
sparingly distributed for imports, toward a “‘ free ”’ 
exchange market. The first important step for the de- 
control of exchange was taken by a decree of May 19, 
1934, which permitted the free purchase and sale of 
exchange instruments, other than those deriving from 
the export trade. This regulation instituted a ‘* free ”’ 
market in place of what had previously been the so- 
called ‘‘ black ’’ or ‘‘ bootleg ’’ exchange market which, 
though usually tolerated, was officially illegal. The 
same decree released ‘* blocked ’’ accounts, permitting 
these to be liquidated or reduced by purchases of 
foreign drafts in the ‘‘ free ’’ market, without restric- 
tion or hindrance. All exchange deriving from coffee 
exports continued, nevertheless, to be monopolised by 
the Bank of Brazil, while in the case of exchange from 
cotton, cocoa, fruit and other exports, though varying 
percentages were returned to the exporter, its disposal 
was strictly regulated. 

The next development was a decree published on 
June 22, 1934, which permitted the sale in the “‘ free ”’ 
market of all exchange deriving from a number of 
minor commodities, i.e. those not specified by name in 
the official export statistics. 

In addition, an important decree was promulgated 
on March 28, 1934, which enforced the deposit at due 
date of the equivalent in milreis of all foreign bills in 
respect of merchandise imported and provided that 
failure to make deposit would be regarded for purposes 
of protest as failure to meet a bill of exchange. 

The general outlook now became so satisfactory that 
by September the Government had brought into effect 
a further measure of decontrol of exchange, coffee bills 
alone remaining on the requisition list. How an un- 
fortunate combination of circumstances nullified the 
promise of better times to come is described in the 
main body of the Report. 

During 1933 exports from Brazil increased in volume 
by about 17 per cent., but there was a decrease in their 
gold value from £36,629,000 to £35,790,000. Ex- 
pressed in Brazilian currency, however, an increase in 
value from 2,536,765 contos of reis in 19382, to 
2,820,271 contos in 1933, was recorded; this augmenta- 
tion of 11 per cent. corresponds more or less to the 
increase in volume, the depreciation of the exchange 
being responsible for the decline in sterling value. 


DEVELOPMENT OF CoTTON AND Fruit GROWING 


During 1933 some 154 million bags of coffee, as against 
under 12 million bags in the previous year, were ex- 
ported. Only two other Brazilian exportable crops, 
cotton and fruit, require special mention in this fore- 
note. Both are of comparatively recent development, 
and both promise to play a gradually increasing part in 
their respective world markets. The former has been 
cultivated in northern Brazil for many years, the bulk 
of the crop being consumed by the ever-growing 
Brazilian cotton industry. Hitherto, the export 
surplus has never been an important factor in the 
world market. During the past few years, however, 
cotton growing has been widely taken up in southern 
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Brazil, chiefly in the State of Sao Paulo, and here 
phenomenal development has occurred. Up to 1999 
this region hardly produced a surplus; indeed, the Sao 
Paulo cotton industry normally took large quantities 
of raw cotton from the northern field. As against no 
exports at all in 1932, this region exported about 60,000 
tons up to December, 1934, having increased its pro. 
duction by almost 30 per cent. over its 1933 crop. The 
total exports up to the end of September, 1934, were 
336,000 bales of which almost 200,000 went to the 
United Kingdom. 

In fruit a similar though less remarkable develop. 
ment occurred, particularly in the case of oranges. In 
1926 the total orange exports were only 200,000 cases; 
by 1930 they had risen to 800,000; in 1932 they 
amounted to 2 million cases, and in 1933 they were 2 
million cases. Of bananas the exports increased from 
4 million bunches in 1926 to 8 millions in 1934. The 
increases were also considerable in grape-fruit, tan- 
gerines, pineapples and Brazil-nuts. 

Particular interest attaches to these two crops, 
since the United Kingdom is their best overseas 
market; indeed, both are normally dependent upon 
that outlet for at least 75 per cent. of their respective 
exportable surplus. It is due to the development of 
cotton and fruit production that Anglo-Brazilian trade 
now more or less balances, the balance hitherto having 
been always decidedly in favour of the United 
Kingdom, 


Imports IN 1933: Tue Unitrep Kineapom’s SHareE 


The tonnage of Brazil’s imports during 1933, at 
3,837,526 tons, showed an increase of some 18 per cent. 
over that for 1932; and the value of £28,132,000 was 
greater by over £6 million, or about 80 per cent. 

Imports from the United Kingdom made up 19°44 
per cent. of the total value registered, maintaining 
approximately their annual average proportion for the 
five years 1926-30. The value of United Kingdom 
exports to Brazil showed an increase of well over one 
million pounds, from £4,175,278 to £5,469,327. 

Internal economic conditions during 1933 were un- 
usually good ; certainly better than during the three or 
four preceding years. There was no unemployment; 
on the contrary, at least in Sao Paulo, there was a 
definite shortage of labour. All the chief industries 
were fully occupied and industrialisation proceeded 
steadily, existing factories developing and increasing 
their output and new factories and industries being 
established all over the country. 


Tue Frnancian Srrvation, 1933-34 


The formidable task of financial and Budgetary 
reform remained untouched, however, and there was 
an increasing gap between the national income, much 
reduced by diminishing Customs returns, and rapidly 
increasing expenditure due to the opening of special 
credits to finance the wide range of the Government's 
expansionist social and economic policy. 

The Budget for 1933 was revised twice during the 
year; firstly when it was seen that the estimates would 
not correspond with the outturn as it was progressing; 
and secondly when, in order to return to the system of 
financial years ending on March 31, the Budgetary year 
was extended to cover the period January 1 to 
March 31, 1934. Special credits were opened to cover 
the extra three months. Final results of the 1933-34 
Budget showed revenue to be less by only 29,883 
contos of reis, while expenditure was greater than the 
estimate by 554,208 contos. The actual deficit on the 
fifteen months’ working was 715,891 contos of reis 
against an estimate of 131,800 contos. 


TENSION IN 1934-35 


The economic history of Brazil during the twelve 
months ended September, 1935, was one of almost un- 
relieved tension, characterised by a series of desperate 
efforts on the part of the Government calculated to 
relieve the steadily increasing pressure of foreign com- 
mitments due to a declining trade balance and the 
consequent scarcity of exchange. To the foreign 
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observer various agreements made by Brazil with her 
creditors abroad have at times appeared to promise 
better things to come, but the present impression is 
one of disappointment, with the future giving cause 
for some anxiety. 

Thus the high expectations resulting from the partial 
freeing of exchange, in September, 1934, evaporated 
in the restrictions of December, 1934, by which ex- 
change cover for importation was distributed to the 
yarious countries in proportion to their purchases of 
Brazilian coffee. The subsequent confusion appeared 
to have been settled by the successful negotiations of 
the Brazilian Economic Mission to the United States 
and to the United Kingdom, which gave breathing 
space and an opportunity for a fresh start. A rapidly 
diminishing export surplus, however, has compelled 
the Government once more to bring into effect most of 
the restrictions in force up to May of 1934. 

The coffee situation has steadily deteriorated, and in 
spite of the surplus for 1934-35 having been reduced to 
only four million bags, prices have fallen to the lowest 
level in the history of coffee, while the percentage of 
world consumption supplied by Brazil continues to be 
menaced by the ‘‘ mild ’’ coffee producing countries. 
The phenomenal increase in cotton growing in the 
State of Sao Paulo was expected largely to counteract 
the effect of diminished returns from coffee shipments, 
but the sale of 50 per cent. of the year’s crop to 
Germany in blocked marks removed from the market 
what would have been a great source of negotiable 
exchange cover, and has caused the frozen credits of 
the Bank of Brazil with the Reichsbank to reach, it is 
said, a considerable figure. 

Fruit continues to hold the advance made since 1930. 
Exports of bananas and grape-fruit to the United 
Kingdom have enormously increased, but orange ship- 
ments to London have proved rather disappointing ; 
indeed, prices, of late, have fallen so considerably in a 
market glutted with other seasonable fruit that there 
wag at one time some talk of suspending shipments. 

There has been a ‘‘ record ’’ cocoa crop and, apart 
from coffee and sugar, the volume of agricultural pro- 
ducts exported in 19384 showed an increase of 17 per 
cent. over the 1933 figures. The gold value remained 
practically stationary, however. This expansion con- 
tinued steadily during 1935, but on account of a depre- 
ciating currency and of increased imports, the gold 
value of which was 9 per cent. higher than in 1934, the 
trade balance for the first eight months of 1935 was the 
smallest recorded for many years and only amounted to 
64 per cent. of the gold figures for 1933, when it was 
found necessary to scale down the total of external 
debt services to 30 per cent. of the amount previously 
remitted. 


Import TRADE AND THE NEw TARIFF 


In the field of import trade the new Tariff Law was 
an event of special importance. This Law, which has 
been pending for several years, was finally enacted in 
June, 1984, and became effective on September 1 of 
that year. All engaged in trade with the Brazilian 
market at any time during the past half century—for 
the old Tariff had been in force so long—will have wel- 
comed the new Law, at least as far as its procedure is 
concerned. All the old complications of exchange 
rates, percentages and counter-percentages of gold and 
paper, applicable by a long range of surcharges and 
fractional additions, have been swept away and the 
determination of an effective rate has now become a 
relatively simple mathematical calculation. For the 
rest it is only possible to say that the new Tariff is 
more, rather than less, protectionist than its prede- 
cessors. Like many other nations similarly placed, 
Brazil has now definitely committed herself to a policy 
of industrialisation; recent events, notably the fall in 
the exchange value of the milreis and the exchange 
restrictions, have made this choice irrevocable. The 
new Tariff is the instrument fashioned to give progres- 
sive effect to this policy. 

In 1934 Brazil, according to United Kingdom 
Statistics, had a favourable trade balance with the 
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United Kingdom, which reversed what had been the 
normal position hitherto. Germany has greatly 
improved her position in the coal, machinery, cement, 
metals, chemicals and tinplate trades, to mention only 
the chief items. The Japanese, who have hitherto 
remained aloof from the market in view of the exchange 
hazards, have already sent an economic mission to this 
country and are likely to enter in force now that a 
prompt payment system is operative. 


COMMERCIAL AND Economic Pouicy 


At this point it is necessary to refer briefly to the 
wide scope of the commercial and economic policy dis- 
closed by the Government’s recent legislation. The 
closing months of the provisional régime will long be 
memorable for the large number of decrees designed to 
round off the general programme of reform and recon- 
struction announced by the Government on taking office 
in 1930. These decree laws have dealt with every 
phase of national life; immigration, banking, agricul- 
ture, mineral development, mercantile marine, avia- 
tion, and a large number of minor subjects of all kinds. 
Much will no doubt be modified by parliamentary pro- 
cess, but, generally speaking, the principles of social 
and economic policy thus established will go far to 
direct the development of events in a very wide field 
of national endeavour. It is greatly to be regretted 
that budgetary equilibrium in Brazil seems to be as far 
remote as ever from the realm of practical polities. 


INTERNAL CONDITIONS 


It is necessary to add that the internal condition of 
the country has been good. Apart from some turbu- 
lence in the North there has been no political agitation, 
worthy of note; most of the national industries have 
been working full time and factories in the State of 
Sao Paulo had a very good year in 1934. There was 
an epidemic of minor strikes at the beginning of 1935, 
but no serious labour unrest; unemployment is non- 
existent and in Sao Paulo there is a shortage of field 
labour which has greatly increased wages in the cotton 
fields. 

A disquieting feature is the belief held in many 
quarters, and indeed openly expressed, that the limited 
amount of exchange available will not permit of the 
payment of arrears of commercial indebtedness abroad 
as well as the maintenance of the reduced service of 
Brazil’s foreign debts in accordance with the Aranha 
plan. There are, in consequence, some who advocate 
the suspension of debt payments, but there is ample 
reason to know that the Brazilian Government are fully 
aware of the serious repercussions that such a course 
would have upon the country’s foreign credit and 
prestige, and that, although the obstacles to carrying 
it through are very great, endeavours are being made 
to enforce a policy of economy. Budgetary equili- 
brium and reasonable opportunity for foreign enterprise 
and investment may be said to be the chief desiderata 
for only by such means can Brazil develop her vast 
untapped national resources and regain prosperity. 


Tue Import SITUATION 


Up to about April, 1934, the import situation was 
very uncertain; a slight improvement was then regis- 
tered for a few months, but with a-renewed shortage 
of exchange cover during the last few months of the 
year, the old difficulties returned in renewed force until 
the freeing of exchange in February, 1935. Throughout, 
the shipper of merchandise to Brazil was left in great 
doubt as to when his bill would be liquidated, and this 
situation having persisted intermittently for three 
years, a considerable number of firms began to display 
an obvious reluctance to supply their Brazilian custo- 
mers, especially towards the end of 1934. There is 
little doubt that this was an important factor in the 
large decline in United Kingdom imports into Brazil 
during that year. 

Since February 11, 1935, however, all import bills 
have been liquidated in the free market, and in spite 
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of exchange restrictions being reintroduced at the end 
of June, exchange cover is still granted without material 
delay by the Bank of Brazil for legitimate imports of 
merchandise. The aggregate effect of these changes 
has clearly reduced the extent of exchange delay risk 
involved in shipping to Brazil, although a further short- 
age of foreign cover is threatened, unless exports in- 
crease. A favourable factor which will most probably 
influence the exchange position, however, is the un- 
usually heavy crop of cotton expected in the northern 
states, where this fibre is picked in the later months of 
the year. 

Having regard to these considerations, it is to be 
hoped that United Kingdom firms, while continuing to 
exercise caution, will make an individual study of the 
position before taking any adverse decision. It should 
not be forgotten that many good Brazilian customers 
of United Kingdom firms, who are well aware of the 
import conditions, are likely to feel aggrieved if their 
orders are not favourably regarded; it would be unfor- 
tunate if such firms were forced to seek their supplies 
from other sources.

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties /Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 16), authorising, under the Second Schedule 
to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the allowance of draw- 
back of Customs duties as from January 22, 1936, in 
respect of wheat in grain. 

The re-export trade, though small and spasmodic in 
relation to the imports of wheat as a whole, is in itself 
substantial, and the duty payable on importation into 
this country seriously handicaps the British merchant 
trading with export markets.

RUBBER APRONS AND OVERALLS, SHEET

SOUTHERN RHODESIAN IMPORTS 
INQUIRY INTO COSTS OF DISTRIBUTION 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa 
(Mr. W. Peters, C.M.G.) reports that the Government 
of Southern Rhodesia has recently set up a Costs of 
Distribution Committee under the Chairmanship of the 
Government Statistician. Included in the terms of 
reference of the Committee are the following :— 

1. To inquire into and report on the costs of distribu- 
tion of imported goods, more especially those 
articles entering into family budgets of 
Europeans, those mainly in demand for the native 
trade, and those in common use for production by 
the primary and secondary industries, with special 
reference to:— 

(a) An analysis of wholesale and retail prices, 
including the examination of overseas costs, 
freights, railway charges, details of overhead 
charges, ete. 

(b) the relation between gross profit and net 
profit ; 

(c) the effects upon costs of distribution of cash 
and credit transactions, bad debts, turnover, 
‘over trading ”’ (if any), monopolies, etc. 

2. To make recommendations as to the measures which 
could be taken to bring about a reduction in the 
costs of distribution.

AUSTRALIA 


OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1935 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for October, 1935, recently made available by the Common- 
wealth Statistician, Canberra, shows an increase in both 
imports and exports of merchandise compared with October, 
1934. Imports were higher in value by 18-0 per cent. 
(£stg.7,575,000 in October, 1935, as against £stg.6,422,000 
in October, 1934), and exports were higher by 19-2 per cent. 
(£stg.9,498,000 in October, 1935, as against £stg.7,968,000 in 
October, 1934). 

The favourable commodity balance of trade of October, 
1935, was £stg.1,923,000, compared with a favourable com- 
modity balance of £stg.1,546,000 in October, 1934. The un- 
favourable commodity balance of trade during September, 
1935, was £stg.135,000. 

Including bullion and specie, the favourable balance for 
October, 1935, was £stg.2,738,000, as compared with a 
favourable balance of £stg.2,090,000 for October, 1934. 


The figures for the four months July-October, 1935, show 
an improvement in comparison with the same months of the 
previous year, inasmuch as against the adverse commodity 
balance of £stg.3,207,000 for the four months of 1934-35, 
the later period shows a similar balance reduced to 
£stg.2,301,000. With bullion and specie taken into account, 
an improvement of £stg.1,474,000 is shown, the adverse 
balance of £stg.994,000 for the four months of 1934-35 being 
converted into a favourable balance of £stg.480,000.

CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples to various United Kingdom 
and Continental ports between January 2 and 8:—35,030 
barrels, 320 half-barrels and 80,660 boxes. 

Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to December 27 totalled 1,031,134 barrels, 34,623 
half-barrels and 1,821,320 boxes, as compared with 667,200 
barrels, 40,922 half-barrels and 1,401,499 boxes during the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


According to a report made by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at Ottawa, business conditions in Canada during 
the first ten months of 1935 show that the improvement ex- 
perienced the previous year was extended into the year that 
has just closed. The business index expressed as a per- 
centage of the base year of 1926 averaged 101-3 in the first 
ten months of 1935, compared with 94-2 in the same period 
of the preceding year. Wholesale prices were relatively 
stable during the two years, following the considerable 
advance during the year 1933. 


MANUFACTURING 


The index of manufacturing production in the first ten 
months of 1935 increased by nearly 5 per cent. over the 
same period in the previous year, the primary iron and steel 
industry reflecting the revival in the domestic demand for 
industrial equipment and durable goods by showing a 
further gain over the levels of the previous period. The 
output of pig iron showed a gain of 42-7 per cent., while 
the production of steel ingots advanced by 12-2 per cent. 
The automobile industry participated fully in the recovery 
of the last three years. The building industry showed a 
considerable gain for the preceding year, the level remain- 
ing low, however, in relation to that of the prosperous 
period culminating in 1929. The production of electric 
power also showed an increase not only over 1934 but also 
over any other year in the history of the industry.

HUNGARY 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION AND TRADE WITH 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The future prosperity of Hungary, *writes the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Budapest, depends 
chiefly on a definite improvement in the world condition of 
agriculture. The low prices of agricultural products in the 
world markets have naturally reduced the purchasing

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powers of agricultural populations, consequently, in Hun- 
gary industry has had to be encouraged and has been forced 
to seek more and more foreign markets. Unfortunately, 
most of Hungary’s normal export markets have had 
fnancial difficulties as serious as Hungary’s own. 


In order to overcome these difficulties various clearing 
agreements have been made, but none of them has proved 
satisfactory from Hungary’s point of view. The agreements 
with Germany and Italy have resulted in large stocks of 
marks and lire being accumulated, and owing to various 
restrictions in the countries concerned, these currencies 
have had to be used for the purchase of manufactured 
articles rather than raw materials. 


ANGLO-HUNGARIAN TRADE 


Of all Hungary’s foreign markets the United Kingdom 
js actually the most valuable, as it brings free exchange to 
the country and enables the authorities to purchase raw 
materials for industry. The agricultural agreements made 
with Austria and Italy, known as the Rome Agreement, 
have enabled the Hungarian Government to increase the 
internal price of wheat, as an agreed price higher than the 
then world price was fixed, and thus allowed the agricul- 
tural population to spend more on industrial articles. This 
system, however, is only a palliative and is dependent on 
the two other countries concerned being in a condition to 
maintain the higher purchase price of wheat. At the same 
time difficulties will be created, should the world price rise 
above the agreed price. Further efforts made by the 
Government to assist agriculture are chiefly concerned with 
the cancellation of agricultural debts. 


Although a study of the country’s internal financial con- 
dition would appear to show improvement, it would be very 
unwise for United Kingdom exporters to attempt to exploit 
a market that is already very favourably inclined to United 
Kingdom goods, as it must not be forgotten that, although 
the purchaser is wealthy enough to pay in local currency, 
when doing business with a country the currency of which 
is controlled by a National Bank, one is actually carrying 
out a business transaction with the Bank and the question 
of the transfer of sterling or other reliable currency depends 
on the ability of the National Bank to find that foreign 
currency. As is shown in the Commercial Secretary’s 
Report industrial exports are increasing and agricultural 
exports show a decline. This is not a sign that Hungary 
is changing from an agricultural to an industrial country 
but, owing to the fact that industry is subsidised in one 
way or another by the Government. 

Statistics of the chief goods exported to and imported 
from the United Kingdom will be found in appendices to 
the Report. The figures denote a steady increase both in 
exports to and imports from the United Kingdom.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE, 1935 


The British Consul-General at Lourengo Marques reports 
that according to the trade returns for the six months ended 
June 30, 1935, of the Government-administered part of 
Portuguese East Africa the Colony’s total trade, including 
bunkering and transit traffic, amounted to 1,415,146 contos, 
an increase of 73,918 contos over the amount for the corre- 
sponding period of 1934. The value of imports for local 
consumption, excluding specie, declined from 124,595 contos 
to 110,562 contos, while the value of national exports, ex- 
cluding specie, rose from 48,694 contos to 53,934 contos. 
The value of transit traffic increased from 480,189 contos to 
544,807 contos, but that of re-exports and burkers decreased 
from 93,683 contos to 69,540 contos. 


Among imports, the most serious decreases were shown by 
unspecified steel manufactures, wines, fixed — railway 
material, gunny bags, railway sleepers, agricultural 
machinery and railway rolling stock, but there was also a 
considerable fall in imports of wheat flour, cement, petrol, 
coal, fresh fruits and vegetables, potatoes, olive oil, sulphur 
and woollen blankets and piece-goods. There were increased 
imports of motor cars and lorries, fuel oils, silk and rayon 
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goods, bleached cotton piece-goods, dyed or printed cotton 
piece-goods, dried fruit and footwear. 


Sources or IMports 


The Colony’s imports came mainly from Portugal, 31 per 
cent. ; the United Kingdom (including goods re-exported from 
Portugal), 16-3 per cent.; South Africa, 14-5 per cent. ; other 
British territories, 9 per cent.; Germany, 6-6 per cent. ; 
and the United States, 5-6 per cent. In a generally falling 
market, Portugal continued to maintain the position of chief 
supplier of consumer’s goods and further increases, in most 
cases at the expense of similar goods of foreign origin, are 
to be noted in the following Portuguese imports: cement; 
woollen blankets and piece-goods; dyed or printed cotton 
piece-goods; silk and rayon (mixture) piece-goods; dried 
fruit; kaffir hoes, and electrical goods and footwear. 
Portugal lost ground, however, to foreign suppliers of dried 
and salted cod and other preserved fish, olive oil, biscuits, 
cutlery and soap. 


Sixty-five motor cars and eighty-one lorries were im- 
ported in the first six months of 1935, as compared with 
twenty-five cars and fifty-three lorries and five cars and 
forty-six lorries, respectively, in the corresponding periods 
of 1934 and 1933. 


Export TRADE 


As regards exports, the following showed the principal 
increases in value:—QOilseeds (particularly ground-nuts, 
copra and caju nuts); cotton; bananas; beeswax; mangrove 
bark and maize. Exports of sisal increased in quantity but 
decreased in value. Shipments of raw and refined sugar, 
salt, and vegetable oil and oil cake showed the chief 
decreases. The Colony’s exports were taken mainly by 
Portugal, 27-3 per cent.; France, 15 per cent.; Belgium, 
13-7 per cent.; South Africa, 10-6 per cent.; Germany, 10-1 
per cent.; and British India, 8 per cent.

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements 


BRAZIL 


FORTHCOMING REVISION OF COMMERCIAL 
ARRANGEMENTS 


H.M. Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro has forwarded a 
translation of a Decree which was issued on December 31 to 
provide for the revision of Brazil’s commercial agreements 
with other countries. Commercial treaties at present in 
force between Brazil and foreign countries are to be con- 
tinued, unless considered to be prejudicial to the commer- 
cial interests of Brazil, but the Brazilian Government are to 
attempt to negotiate additional protocols to those Treaties 
which do not offer sufficient guarantees in regard to quotas 
and other restrictions. 


All commercial agreements concluded by Exchange of 
Notes which were signed before January 1, 1934, are to be 
denounced, so that they will expire not later than July 30 
next. Negotiations are, however, to be proposed by the 
Brazilian Government to replace these agreements, before 
they terminate, by fresh arrangements embodying guaran- 
tees in regard to quotas and other restrictions. Failing the 
conclusion of such fresh arrangements, the rates of the 
Brazilian ‘‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff will be applied automatically 
to goods from the countries affected on the expiry of the 
present agreements. 


The Decree also provides for the application of special 
additional duties on'goods from countries which deliberately 
seek to obstruct the entry of Brazilian goods into their 
market and on “‘ dumped ”’ goods which prejudice Brazilian 
economy. 


UNITED STATES—BRAZIL 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Trade 
Agreement signed on February 2 by the United States and 
Brazilian Governments, ratified on December 2, 1935, and 
in force from January 1, 1936. 


The Agreement provides for mutual unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of import and export 
duties. No restrictions, with certain exceptions, are to be 
imposed by the Brazilian Government on imports of goods 
described in Schedule I, nor by the United States Govern- 
ment on goods described in Schedule II. Exceptions are pro- 
vided, inter alia, for restrictions imposed in conjunction 
with governmental measures for the control of the produc- 
tion of like domestic articles, provided that thirty days’ 
notice is given. If one party objects to the measures of re- 
strictions which the other proposes to take and if agreement 
is not reached by the end of the thirtieth day, the party who 
proposes to take the measures shall be free to do so, and the 
other party shall be free within fifteen days after the 
imposition of the measures of restriction to terminate the 
Agreement on thirty days’ notice. There is provision for 
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most-favoured nation treatment in respect of quota restric- 
tions, which are to be based on representative periods. No 
quota restrictions shall be imposed without due notice. 
There is a similar provision for cases in which a lower duty 
is imposed on a specified amount of imports of an article 
than that imposed on imports in excess of that amount. 


United States articles set out in Schedule I are not to be 
subject on importation into Brazil to duties higher than 
those set out in the Schedule. They are also to be exempt 
from all internal taxes higher than those imposed by the 
laws of Brazil on the day of signature of the Agreement, 
subject to constitutional requirements. There is a similar 
clause with regard to the importation into the United 
States of goods listed in Schedule II. If either party estab- 
lishes an official monopoly to control trade in a particular 
commodity, the Government establishing the monopoly is to 
give sympathetic consideration to representations from the 
other Government with regard to alleged discriminations in 
its purchases. 


Article 6 provides for most-favoured-nation treatment in 
exchange matters, but may be terminated by either party 
on sixty days’ written notice. 


United States and Brazilian goods are exempt in Brazilian 
and United States territory respectively from all internal 
taxes higher than those payable on like articles of national 
or foreign origin, except as required by the laws of either 
country in effect on the day of signature of the Agreement. 


Both parties retain the right to apply such measures as 
they think fit for the control of the export of arms and war 
materials. 


Each party agrees to give sympathetic consideration to 
representations from the other party about the operation of 
Customs Regulations and the application of Sanitary Laws. 
In the event of disagreement following representations, a 
committee of technical experts, on which the Government 
of each party shall be represented, shall be set up to con- 
sider the matter. 


The advantages accorded by either party to adjacent coun- 
tries to facilitate frontier traffic and advantages resulting 
from a Customs Union are excepted from the operation of 
the Agreement. Exceptions are also made for trade between 
the United States and Cuba, the Panama Canal Zone, the 
Philippine Islands and other possessions of the United 
States of America. The provisions for most-favoured-nation 
treatment are, however, to apply to goods from any area 
under the sovereignty or authority of one party imported 
from or exported to any area under the sovereignty or 
authority of the other. 


The Agreement is to supplant the Exchange of Notes 
signed between the two parties on October 18, 1923. 


The Agreement is to continue in force for two years, sub- 
ject to six months’ notice of denunciation and to tacit 
renewal, 


Particulars of the reductions of duty accorded by the 
United States and Brazilian Governments under Schedules 
I and II of the Trade Agreement are published in the 
“Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes ” section. 


FRANCE—SOVIET UNION 


PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


The French “ Journal Officiel ” of January 7 contains a 
Decree, dated January 6, which provides for the provisional 
application of an Agreement of January 6 between France 
and the Soviet Union, prolonging the Agreement of Janu- 
ary 11, 1934, between the two countries (see the “‘ B.T.J.’’ 
of February 8, 1934 (page 226) ), until December 31, 1936, 
subject to certain modifications. 


Alterations have been made in the lists of goods for which 
France grants ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff rates (in some cases for 
Specified quotas only) or ‘‘ Intermediate ” rates to Soviet 
goods, and the list of goods, subject to quota restriction in 
France, for which the Soviet Union receives specified per- 
centages of the total quotas allotted, has been appreciably 
shortened. 


The Soviet Union undertake to place orders in France 
during the twelve months commencing January 1, 1936, for 
French goods equal in value to Russian goods actually im- 
ported into France under the ‘“‘ Minimum” and “ Inter- 
mediate ’’ Tariff rates. —

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 91) Order, 1936, made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on January 10, 1936, 
which revokes the Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 78) 
Order, 1935 (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of October 10, 1935 (page 
513) ), and reimposes the terms of Emergency Imposition of 
Duties (No. 42) Order, 1934 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 2, 
1934 (page 206) ), and provides that as from January 11 a 
Customs duty at the rate of 15 per cent. of the value shall be 
charged on any woven tissue made wholly or partly of wool 
or worsted which is imported into the Irish Free State after 
exportation from the Irish Free State, unless it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners that no ex- 
port bounty was paid in respect of such woven tissue on such 
exportation, or, if exported more than once, on the latest 
of such exportations. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


EXTENSION OF CERTAIN INTERMEDIATE 
RATES OF DUTY TO BELGIUM AND 
LUXEMBURG 


With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of August 1, 
1935 (page 178), and August 15, 1935 (page 249), respecting 
the extension of the benefits of the Union Intermediate

FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Law (No. 
12286) issued by the Argentine Government on October 16, 
1935, which provides that certain materials for combatting 
locusts, for immediate use or for further manufacture in 
Argentina, purchased abroad by the Executive Power, may 
be imported free of Customs duties and charges, up to a 
maximum quantity of 1,500,000 metres of locust barrier, 
1,000,000 nails (clavos) and 1,000,000 staples (grampas). 

Lead arsenate for combatting vegetable pests may be im- 
ported free of Customs duty at such times and under such 
conditions (including proof of intended use) as the Executive 
Power may establish. 

Calcium carbide (carburo de calcio) imported into 
Argentina is also exempted from payment of Customs duty. 


BELGIUM

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Brussels 
reports that quota restrictions on the undermentioned 
articles have been removed, with effect from January z, 
1936.

FRANCE AND FRENCH POSSESSIONS 
DESCRIPTION OF SILK GOODS 


As was notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 19, 1934 (page 
121), a Law of July 8, 1934, controls the description applied 
to silk yarns, tissues or other articles in France, Algeria, 
French Colonies, Protectorates and Mandated Territories. 
A Decree of January 8, published in the French ‘‘ Journal 
Qficiel ’? of January 9, lays down detailed regulations for 
the application of the above Law, some of which will not, 
however, enter into force until April 10. The text of the 
Decree (in French) may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


GERMANY 
MONOPOLY TAX ON BUTTER AND CHEESE 


H.M. Ambassador at Berlin reports that, as from Janu- 
ary 1, 1936, the monopoly tax (including fee) on butter has 
een fixed at 60 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. and that on 
skimmed milk cheese at 0:50 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 
The taxes on the other types of cheese remain unchanged. 


GREECE 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: AMENDMENTS TO 
QUOTA LISTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded translations of two Ministerial Decisions 
(No. 99121, dated December 14, 1935, and No. 100470, dated 
December 17, 1935), both published in the Greek ‘‘ Official 
Gazette ’? No. 189, Part II, of December 18, 1935. 


Decision No. 99121 provides that the importation of goods 
under Tariff Class 14 (g) (all other vegetable matter not 
designated under Tariff Class 14 (a-f) ) and not elsewhere 
specified, is allowed under condition of exchange, the goods 
in question being placed on List B (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ ot 
February 14, 1935 (page 261) ). 


As an exception to the above Decision, the import of goods 
under Tariff Class 14 (g) is allowed without condition of 
exchange, provided that they arrived at Greek ports up to 
November 30, 1935. 


Decision No. 100470 provides that goods under Tariff 
Class 242 (a-b) (fabrics and carpets of felt, carpets of 
wool, pure or mixed with other vegetable textiles, in the 
piece or separate) which were transferred from List C to 
List F (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 5, 1935 (page 801) ), 
may be imported without condition of exchange, provided 
that they arrived at Greek ports up to October 31, 1935. 


GUATEMALA 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a new Customs 
Tariff for Guatemala which came into force on January 1. 
The new Tariff, which follows the same detailed classifica- 
tion as the former one, has been promulgated with a view to 
incorporating in one measure the numerous alterations 
which have been made since 1929, and introducing certain 
modifications (both increases and decreases of duty) which 
experience has shown to be necessary.

SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Representative in Berne reports that under a Decree 
of the Swiss Federal Council of January 4, in force from 
that date, machines for the manufacture of stuffed 
mattresses, and parts thereof, falling under Tariff No. 
%94c/896b (M.9), will be subject to import restrictions and 
be admitted into Switzerland only under licence of the 
Federal Department of Public Economy. 


EXPORT OF WATCH PARTS PROHIBITED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Berne has 
forwarded a copy of a Decree of the Federal Council, dated 
December 30, 1935, for the protection of the Swiss watch- 
making industry, which replaces the Decree of March 12, 
1934, which expired on December 31, 1935. [See the 
“B.T.J.’”? for May 10, 1934, page 727.] 


Among other provisions the Decree prolongs until Decem- 
ber 31, 1937, the existing prohibition on the sale for export 
and the exportation of unfinished movements and parts and 
of sundry watchmaking supplies, whether detached or partly 
assembled [Tariff Nos. 930a-c, and 934a-c], unless accom- 
panied by an export permit issued by the ‘‘ Chambre Suisse 
de Horlogerie,” or by the ‘‘ Fiduciaire Horlogére Suisse.”’

A Decree (No. 191/LR) of August 22 last provides that 
the metric decimal system of weights and measures is to be 
the only legal one in Syria, this provision to be made effec- 
tive in the various regions six months after the publication 
of Decrees to that effect issued by the High Commissioner. 
The necessary Decrees have been issued as regards Lebanon
